Customs Tariffs. 

Having explained, with, wo trust, 
some dogreo of clearness, the chief con- 
ditions under which a choice of customs 
tariffs will bo submitted to tho peoplo 
of British Columbia, it is now proposed 
to direct a little consideration to tho 
respective merits of tho two tariffs and 
the relative claim for preference they 
may bo proaumed to present. It will 
not escape tho render's reflection that 
whatover customs revenuo may bo col- 
lected in this colony, as u Province of the 
Dominion, will go to the Federal trea- 
sury of Ot'.awa ; and it is well "that 
tbj» fact should bo constantly present 
to tho mind while weighing tho relative 
merits of the two tariff*. So long as 
tho rovenuo derived from custom duties 
remained in tho colony, to be employ- 
ed in carrying on tho Government or in 
local improvement, tho fact that the 
money was not lost to us, but only put 
in circulation through a particular me- 
dium, constituted a reflection greatly 
tending to mitigate tho rigor of high 
duties. But this is an olomont which 
must at onco and forever disappear 
under the uow dispensation. Under 
Confederation all monies paid in tin* 
way must go out of the Colony and 
form tho general rovenuo of the Domin- 
ion. All duties of customs, whether 
paid on direct Importations undor our 
present high tariff or as additional 
duties on goods coming from other 
parts of the Dominion, must go to Ot- 
' tawnand be absorbed in tho general 
revenue. Nor can wo console ourRelvaf 
with the reflection that the ratio in 
which British Col inbia COM ribntes 
towards that revenue wi'l bo tho ^auge 
of her claim thereupon ; for such will 
not bo the case, least of all in the 
earlior yoars of our Confederated exis- 
tence. Here, then, we have ptesento.J 
a consideration which must greatly in- 
fluence the ohoice between a high tar- 
iff and a Ijw one ; for it must bo ob< 
yi >u8 that a cui dition of things which 
would niuke a dweller on the Pacific 
contribute $2,50 on evry gallon of 
spirits uud 81, 50 on every barrel of 
flour to the Ottawa treasury ; while 
his fellow-subject on tho other sido 
of the Kocky Mountains would 
only be called upon to contribute 80 
cents on spirits, and 25 cents on flour 
towards tho same treasury, is one which 
cannot bo presumed to bo voluntarily 
acceplod by tho people of British Co. 
lambia unless, indeod, some very great 
and tangible compensating advantage 
can bo clearly established and fully a— 
surod, Taking the two tariff* as thoy 
dow stand, our own causos tho consu- 
mer to puy ono-third more du'y than he 
would have to pay under the Canadian 
tariff; and, of coime, there would bo 
an additional saving by the iifluxof 
Canadian manufactures. This, be it re- 
marked, is no mere haphazard assertion, 
Ii is tho result et a careful analysis of the 
subject by the most competent author- 
ity. Taking the present Customs re- 
venue of British Columbia at $-100 000, 
it will thus be seen that the COUBUmcrs 
would pay $l3o.333 a year less Cus- 
tom's duties under the Canadian tariff 
than tbey would by retaining tho ex- 
iiliog one ; and it follows, 'is a mailer 
Of course, that bucIi an additional 
amount would be eent out of tho cojopv 
every year to swell tho Federal exche- 
quer. We say, this would bo tho re- 
sult as tho tariff now stand* — but wifcb 
our own tariff unalterable for a torrn ot 
five or seven years, and with the Ca- 
nadian tariff meanwhile drilling toward* 
Iree-trade, the disproportion would bo 
. increasing year by year. Wo have 
said thai, with its present population, 
British Columbia would, by tho reten- 
tion of tho existing tariff contribute to 
tho Ottawa treasury $ 133,333 a year 
mo r o than its lair quota Bin, with 
the increase of population the sum an- 
nually sent out of the colony in excess 
of our just share would, ot Course, in- 
crease- in lik-j ratio With the Com- 
mencement und progress of wnch great 
woiks as are to bo ihe immediate re- 
sult of union, with the establishment 
of steam communication, such as 
we are to have, with San Francisco, 
and with all our immigration schemes 
and apulianecB in full blast, wo shall 
not bo accused of exaggeration in af- 
firming that tho population of tho 
colony will be quadrupled by the time 
railway communication ahull havo boon 
completed. Thus the sum already 
named would be gradually rising with 
tho increase of consumers until wo should 
find ourselves, in tbo last year of illa»- 
Borted financial relationship, eending 
away to Ottuwu $533,332 more than 
our duo share of customs duties, .Nor 
must tho pernicious influence of tho 
higher turjff upon tho mdustrios, us 
W6ll as upon tho domestic and foreign 
oommerco ol tho country bo overlook -d. 
To the commercial mind there would 
appear to bo slim ground, il any, for 
ho6itancy in accepting the Canadian 
tariff aB the immediate result of uniou. 
There is another consideration which 
must have great weight with the com- 
mercial mind in choosing botwocn theso 
two tariffs. It was explained in a pre- 
vious article tbut while tbo decision to 
oocopt tho Dominion tariff would at 
once and forovor sot tho whole question 
at rest, tho retontiou of our present 
tariff would only be a tomporary act, 



liable to bo rovorsed at any subsequent 
sossion. Thus the latter condition 
would involvo a coo' : 'i\)al state of un- 
certainty. Ov'orhang'ng tho commer- 
cial mind would bo tuo feeling that the 
next session might change all; and a 
condition of UDOorteinty, of impending 
chango highly inimical to commercial 
socurity and wel'.boing, would ba, as it 
were, suspended over tho colony by tho 
bi ittle thread of public opinion. The 
change from the present tariff to the Can- 
adian tin iff is ono which raustgroatly 
alfect tho commoreo of tho colony, coino 
wh"!! it may. To acoept tho Cunadian 
tariff as an immediate result of union, 
and us a final measure, instead of spread- 
ing tho most pernicious iufluoiicos of the 
question ovvr halt a decade, would ap- 
pear to be tho true policy of tho colony, 
regarding the quo-tiou more particular* 
ly from a fiscal and a commercial point 
(,t '^*'-_ -

Thu ariillory was ihon brought and 
oponod mi the fortification of tbo town. 
Tho iowii soon Caught tiro ; seointr, this, 
and some confti-iou among the F ench 
Lrxops, tbo Prussians o u!d uo longer be 
restrained by their ollicors, who wore 
anxious to reduce the town by cannon' 
ading Tbe soldiers ru.hod forward 
with boyoiiuts to surprise the French, 
who, nut expecting tiny attack for hours 
to come, wero barricading uud entrench- 
ing. Tho Prussians lost heavily, but 
took eight iiutidred prisoners and th • 
town. 

Tbe greatost enthusiasm prevails 
horo, and ihero is an immense 
crowd about the Palace waiting lo cheer 
Uie King. 

The same correspondent writes from 
Mayence, Friday, midnight ; Halt the 
prisoners taken Weisseuburg woio first 
marched from ibo oitadel to the Hall- 
way, They put g 'od incus on tbe 
miuier, and Bhowod true French gaity.
